Taken to 
Kilby prison at Montgomery 
in serious condition from loss 
of blood and other injuries 
was a man who gave the 
name of William D. Hay- 
ward, 26, also of Montgom- 
ery. 


Abduct Policeman 


The two holdup men kid- 


naped City Policeman Maxie 
Taunton after asking him to 
drive them out on a highway 
where they could hitchhike a 
ride. 


The policeman said one of 


the bandits put a gun at the 
back of his head while he was 
driving, took his gun from 
him, and ordered him to drive 
to the banker's home.' 


The bandits ordered Taun- 


ton to summon the bank offi- 
cial to the door. They forced 
their way into the house and 
held the policeman, Barker, 
and the banker's pregnant 
wife and 3-year - old daugh- 
ter captive. 


Bray then forced Barker to 


accompany him to the bank 
while the other holdup man 
stayed in the house and stood 
guard over the captives.

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Labor Criticism of the Courts 


Waterways First Trade Route of Fur Trappers 


D. Charles Marston, attorney for John 


Gunaca, the labor muscleman who was 
sent to prison for an indeterminate period 
up to three years for a vicious assault on 
two non-striking Kohler company workers, 
is now complaining that his client did not 
receive fair treatment, in the Wisconsin 
court. The attorney has made his case in a 
6-page letter to Gov. G. Mennen Williams 
of Michigan. 


Since the publication of such a letter 


could have no possible legal effect it must 
have been intended to indicate that labor 
as represented by Gunaca and his attorney 
is displeased with the conduct of Circuit 
Judge Clarence Rinehard of Chippewa Falls 
who heard the Gunaca case. Judge Rine- 
hard came in because an affidavit of preju- 
dice had been filed against the circuit 
judge in Sheboygan county. 


The attorney declared in his letter that 


Judge Rinehard had acted "contrary to the 
precepts of American justice" in sentencing 
the defendant. He continued, "The harsh 
and cruel treatment received by John 
Gunaca was not justified by the facts. I be- 
lieve a great wrong has been perpetrated 
on John Gunaca and as his attorney I will 
continue to seek ways and means of cor- 
recting this obvious injustice." He declared 
further that the sentence "could not be 
based upon fair consideration of the evi- 
dence before the judge. He ignored the 
recommendations of an experienced dis- 
trict attorney who was in a position fully to 
understand the entire circumstances of the 
case and who was best qualified to appre- 
ciate what was in the public interest or in 
the interest of Mr, Gunaca." 


It should be noted of course that 


Gunaca pleaded "no contest1' to the counts 
of felonious assault against him. Thus it is 
difficult to see how the judge can be ac- 
cused of disregarding the evidence before 


Youth and Boats 


In lake-covered states such as ours a 


parallel exists in the ascendency of the 
motor car, nearly a half century ago, and 
the motorboat today as media of transpor- 
tation and pleasure. 


Today there is a car, and often two, in 


every garage. It appears that before too 
long there will be a boat, and possibly two, 
tied to every dock on each Wisconsin lake 
and river. 


The privilege of using the water for 


boating during our lovely summers is one 
for which we all should be thankful. Like 
all other privileges, this one brings some 
responsibilities. It seems to us that one of 
them is the speedy establishment, by the 
Wisconsin legislature, of a minimum age 
limit for operators of power-driven boats. 


Taking out the family boat has become, 


for the sons and daughters of some cottage- 
owning citizens, the same sort of prestige 
symbol that "getting" the family car is for 
other young adults. And, as we've learned, 
tragically, on the highway, some of our 
young people just aren't ready for that 
kind of responsibility. 


Even with a driver's license minimum 


age limit of 16 in this state, every year we 
find that too many Wisconsin teenagers are 
quite willing to risk maiming and killing 


- themselves, friends and strangers for a few 
highway thrills. The deathly lure of speed 
and recklessness is at least as strong on 
water as on land. 


Building Boom Ahead 


Ten industrial leaders in Chicago are 


agreed that the volume of business during 
the remaining months of 1959 should ap- 
proach old records in some economic areas, 
and top them in others. Their general view 
is that growth in most areas including 
building construction will account for gen- 
eral gains, but will be moderate rather 
than extreme. 


Dr. George C. Smith, vice president and 


economist for the F. W. Dodge corporation. 
New York, predicted last week that the 
short term outlook for the construction in- 
dustry appears excellent with 1959 and 
1960 almost certainly setting new records 
for construction contracts. 


This report is in substantial agreement 


with that from the leaders in the Chicago 
area. However, Dr. Smith went on to pre- 
dict that the construction industry will 
have a busy time ahead for the next 40 
years. In that time the industry vail face 
the task of building the equivalent of an- 
other United Slates. 


This statement is based on a prediction 


that we will have a population of 340 mil- 


him as Marston charges. There was in fact 
no evidence before him. Gunaca was 
standing on the record. As the judge indi- 
cated, it was equivalent to pleading guilty. 
However, the judge went beyond that. He 
asked many questions to bring out evidence 
in an effort to disclose the true circum- 
stances. Thereafter he issued the sentence. 


The story of the assault by Gunaca on 


two men working in a filling station is too 
well known to require repetition here. It 
was quite obvious from all the testimony 
that the assault was an attack by Gunaca. 
There was no provocation. The men were 
brutally beaten. If an indeterminate sen- 
tence up to three years is too much in that 
instance let us consider another case. 


Only the other day a young man named 


Larry Plowman of Wisconsin Rapids was 
sentenced to one year in jail for attempt- 
ing to run down two high school girls who 
had refused to accept a ride in his car. He 
pleaded guilty to charges of aggravated 
assault. It is the same charge that stood 
against Gunaca. In this instance the two 
girls suffered multiple bruises but were 
not seriously injured. The driver of the 
car was able to plead that he had been 
drinking and that he was unfamiliar with 
the operation of the car and that striking the 
girls was accidental and due to his drink- 
ing and his inability to manage the car. 
Nevertheless, he went to jail for one year. 
The contrast in the two cases is quite obvi- 
ous. Gunaca has very little to complain of. 


The leaders of labor might as well get 


used to the fact that the citizens of Wiscon- 
sin do not tolerate and will not tolerate 
violence on picket lines or elsewhere in 
labor strikes or in any circumstances. It 
will do them no good to attack the judges 
or to try to frighten Wisconsin citizens into 
tolerating brutality and violence in labor 
disputes. 


Motors of even low horsepower can 


mutilate, kill or contribute to the drown- 
ing of innocent swimmers. 


The speedy advent of two relatively new 


sports, water skiing and skin diving, has 
served to compound our water safety prob- 
lems. Water skiing, probably because it re- 
quires good strength and coordination, 
seems to have most of its practitioners in 
the under-25 set. It is our sad conclusion 
after watching some of the weaving in and 
out among fishermen and swimmers that 
passes for water skiing, that many of the 
young hands at the throttle just aren't con- 
nected to mature heads. 


Youngsters have no monopoly on this 


growing recklessness on the water. It does, 
however, seem prudent to limit the privi- 
lege of power boat operation to older 
skippers — who are more likely to be 
ready for the accompanying responsibili- 
ties. 


There has been some talk, among legis- 


lators, of setting aside some state lakes for 
boating and others for swimming and fish- 
ing. Or of limiting the use of motorboats to 
prescribed daytime hours. A question seems 
to exist on the constitutionality or practi- 
cality of these alternatives. 


Some local areas have maximum speed 


limits for motorboats. That's a step in the 
right direction. A statewide minimum age 
restriction on power boat operators would 
be a further step. 


lion at the end of the 40-year period. That 
is approximately double the present total.

It is to be expected, of course, 
that there will be dips during Ihe 40-year 
period but it is interesting and encourag- 
ing to see progress and growth ahead.

people could see that he was not "nuts." 
He'added, "If I am nuts now I have been 
nuts all my life." It was certainly a very 
convincing show. 


Now reports are that the health of the 


63-year-old Gov. Long has been seriously 
impaired by his aclivilics since he gained 
his release from the mental institution. The 
information on his health is not official 
but it appears to be the opinion of most 
people who have visited him that he is a 
very sick-man. It is beginning to appear 
that Gov. Long's real friends^were the peo- 
ple who had h;m confmed for treatment in 
tne first place. If he had gone along with 
their suggestions he might be in much bet- 
ter shape physically and mentally today.

wilderness. All were tied to- 
gether by an intricate net- 
work of communications. 


This network, in the Lakes 


region, was almost exclu- 
sively waterborne. Indeed, 
even in the Rockies, where 
pack train and wagon trains 
could be used, the great riv- 
ers still constituted the back- 
bone of the system. 


Trade goods from Europe 


were unloaded at Quebec, 
shipped up the St. Lawrence 
by batteaux or river schoon- 
ers to the Lakes, then across 
to collecting points such as 
Mackinac. Here they were

broken down and distributed 
to the actual trading estab- 
lishments. 


Back through the same 


channels flowed the pelts ob- 
tained by trading and hunt- 
ing. Green Bay, astride the 
entrance to the Fox-Wiscon- 
sin-Mississippi rivers sys- 
tem, was an important sec- 
ondary post to Mackinac. 
Actual procurement of furs 
was accomplished at the 
wilderness posts. If a com- 
pany or an independent trad- 
er had no competition in his 
area, all he had to do was let 
his Indian customers come 
to him. If, on the other hand, 
there was competition, trad- 
ers usually sent trading par- 
ties directly among the In- 
dians. The latter practice 
was in vogue throughout 
most of Wisconsin where in- 
dependents flourished. 


Grignons Vs. Lowes 


Such competition was keen 


and often cut-throat, even 
among men who were per- 
sonal friends, as were John 
Lawe. Jacques Porlier and 
the Grignons. The Lawe and 
Porlier establishments were 
on opposite banks of the Fox 
river at Green Bay, from 
which each could watch the 
other closely. 


Because the Grig n o n s

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.were so numerous they en- 
joyed the advantage of being 
able to spread all over Wis- 
consin in a coordinated fam- 
ily operation. Lawe, on the 
other hand, was the best 
businessman and trader of 
the lot. 


He always treated the In- 


dians with courtesy and dig- 
nity, was scrupulously fair in 
dealing with them, and they 
always knew where they 
stood. As a result he had a 
lock on the Indian trade in 
the Wolf river region that no 
competitor could break. 


The average trading post, 


whether a large installation 
like the Mackinac collecting 
station or a small setup like 
Lawe's at Green Bay, was 
pretty standardized. 


The big ones, or those 


which needed the protection, 
might have a log stockade, 
complete with defend i n g 
cannon; the rest were usual- 
ly clusters of log buildings 
that combined a warehouse, 
a general store and a canoe 
landing. Around these were 


the quarters of the trader 
and his "family" of em- 
ployes or "engages." 


Scene of Trading 


The store was the scene of 


most of the actual trading. 
Here the Indians brought 
their winter catch, which 
was displayed 
and valued 


pelt by pelt. Following this 
inventory the trapper select- 
ed from the store what goods 
he wanted. 


These charges were then 


totalled against the credit 
previously established. The 
same routine was followed at 
the central collecting points 
farther back, although in this 
case the independent trader 
was the customer, exchang- 
ing the furs he had purchas- 
ed for additional trade goods 
and his own supplies. 


Furs, once excha n g e d, 


were assembled into packs 
for ease in storing,, handling 
and shipping. Each pack 
contained only one kind of 
pelts and weighed about 100 


pounds, being tightly pressed 
and wrapped for protection. 
A pack also contained a fix- 
ed number of pelts — 60 ot- 
ter, 80 beaver or raccoon, 120 
fox, 
600 muskrat, 14 bear 


skins or 10 buffalo robes. 


Senf fo Mackinac 


When a sufficient supply 


had been gathered the packs 
were sent back by canoe or 
batteaux 
to Mac k i n "a c, 


thence to base warehouses in 
Quebec or Montreal. Initial- 
ly, the entire voyage was 
made by canoe but after 
sailing vessels appeared on 
the lakes canoe traffic was 
confined to the interior riv- 
ers. 


Fleets of these canoes, on 


their outward journey, car- 
ried supplies to the trading 
posts 
and returned 
with 


loads of fur. Gradually a 
regular schedule was estab- 
lished, the large fleets or 
"brigades" moving out and 
back in the spring and again 
in the fall. 


The spring fleets brought 


the supplies for the summer 
while the fall arrivals were 
loaded with whatever was 
necessary to sustain the iso- 
lated posts through the win- 
ter when water travel was 
halted. Fall supplies were 
usually ordered when the 
spring fleets visited the out- 
posts. 


Race for Trade 


The week or so between 


the arrival and departure of 
the brigades was the occa- 
sion for a general gathering 
and celebration by both In- 
dians and fur company en- 
gages. Since the first outfit 
on the spot with fresh goods 
got the cream of the spring 
trade, the brigades were 
usually racing one another, 
and all sort of dodges were 
employed to get the jump on 
or delay the other fellow. 


These "rendezvous" were 


pretty wild affairs and some- 
times erupted into violence. 
It was at one on Mackinac 
that Alexis St. Martin took 
the charge of buckshot in 
his stomach that brought 
world fame to Dr. William 
Beaumont. Such 
incidents 


were considered all in the 
week's fun, however, and no- 
body got excited about them. 


An unsavory and highly 


publicized facet of the in- 
tense competition was the 
liquor traffic. The use of 
liquor for trading was every- 
where illegal, but enforce- 
ment virtually impossible. 


Honest traders generally 


decried its use and tried to 
hold it down, but there was 
always someone out for a 
fast buck who wasn't so 
squeamish. Once started it 
was like a snowball. 


Couldn't Handle Rum 


Indians were avid for rum 


or whiskey but couldn't han- 
dle it. Once drunk they were 
at the mercy of the most un- 
scrupulous trading practices. 
Furthermore, the tr a d e r 
with liquor always got the 
customers. 
Compet i t o r s 


claimed they had no choice 
but to follow suit, however 
much they might regret the 
necessity.

The American Fur Co. had 


a bad record ha this matter. 
Crooks was forever writing 
pious instructions about sup- 
pressing the liquor traffic, 
but A. .F. C. factors in the 
field were notorious for pay- 
ing no attention to him. 


The Wisconsin traders, at 


least in the early days, kept 
•liquor under pretty good 
control, but some 
always 


found its way to the Indians. 
Whiskey and rum were sta- 
ples in the engages' rations, 
and once "firewater"' arriv 
ed in the wilderness there 
was little to prevent it from 
reaching them..

Story of Comstock Lode- 


Bonanza of All

Into the mountain-bound 


mining camp of Grass Val- 
ley. 
Calif., rode a weary 


traveler late in June, 1859. 
He had jogged more than 150 
miles 
over 
the 
massive 


Sierra 
Nevada 
from 
the 


Washoe country in western 
Utah Territory. With him, 
mostly as a curiosity, he 
carried 
some odd-looking 


chunks of gold-bearing ore. 


Next day Melville Atwood, 


the local assayer, tested the 
rock. What he discovered 
made him doubt his own cal- 
culations. For besides the 
gold 
content, which 
ran 


about $1,000 to the ton, the 
specimens contained a much 
higher value in silver — over 
$3,000 a ton! 


What was m o r e , the 


stranger confided, in Washoe 
the discoverers were ex- 
tracting the gold and throw-

discovered the Comstock 
Lode just a century ago 
had no idea of the fortune 
they had uncovered. And 
yet the stampede that fol- 
lowed created the state of 
Nevada, and produce d 
wealth that helped finance 
the Union in the Civil war. 
Its colorful story is told 
here by an authority on 
the history of the West. 


ing the rest away! Since Cal- 
ifornia's big strike more 
than a decade earlier, pros- 
pectors had not even thought 
of looking for anything but 
gold! 


Those queer-looking rock 


samples launched a human 
stampede that created the 
state of Nevada, transform- 
ed the financial structure of 
the Far West, and set the 
pattern of settlement for the 
vast basin between Great 
Salt Lake and the Sierra. 


Rush for Silver 


Within hours of Atwood's 


assay, the neighboring towns 
of Grass Valley and Nevada 
City were bciiing with ex- 
citement. Within two days a 
clattering column was surg- 
ing through the pine-forested 
Sierra, some on horseback, 
some afoot, all bent forward 
like hounds on the scent. 
"Riding in the van was the 
tall, muscular figure of 
George Hearst, then a ris- 
ing young mining man of 
Nevada City.. With him was 
Atwood the assayer, who had 
joined the rush. 


When this vanguard arriv- 


ed in the barren hills of 
Washoe. the original miners 
still knew nothing of their 
ore's silver content. The two 
discoverers, Peter O'Riley 
and Pat McLaughlin, were 
washing out the gold with 
their "rocker," letting the 
rest of the rock roll down the 
side of Sun mountain. One 
of "them sold his share for 
S3,500 to George Hearst. 
Judge James Walsh paid 
$11,000 for the interests of 
one Henry Comstock, a local 
prospector who had fast-talk- 
ed the two discovers into giv- 
ing him a share. 


Comsfocfc Lode 


He thought enough of the 


discovery, however, to call it 
Comstock's Lode, and his 
name became attached to 
the greatest single deposit of 
precious metal ever discov- 
ered in the United States. 


By the summer of 1859 


Walsh and Hearst were 
shipping ore over the Sierra 
— ore so rich that it could 
be carried 160 miles by 
muleback and another 80 by

smelted in San Francisco at 


fantastic profit. 
With "Washoe!" thunder- 


ng like a battle cry, the rab- 
ble army converged on Sierra 
passes. From San Francisco 
Jiey swarmed onto the decks 
of river steamboats, jabber- 
ing about Washoe in a dozen 
:ongues. At Sacramento they 
took the puffing iron horse — 
first on the west coast — a 
few 
miles farther, 
then 


staged onward in six-horse 
wagons. With a dozen people 
crammed into each stage, 
they were so tightly packed 
that when one overturned, 
nobody was hurt. 


Up into the pines the ad- 


venturers thronged, making 
an unbroken line of men, 
mules and wagons from Sac- 
ramento valley over the 
mountains to Carson valley. 
Among the worst hazards on 
the trail were the wayside 
taverns, where the travel- 
ers piled in on one another in 
rantic quest for board and 
bed. Ty p i c a 1 was Dirty 
Mike's, where one paid for 
:he privilege of sleeping on 
the floor in company with 
numerous other flea-bitten 
vagabonds, in a room whose 
only fixtures -were a piece 
of looking glass fastened to 
the window casings and a 
common comb and tooth- 
brush dangling by strings 
nearby. 


CoW No Obstacle 


Early in Nov e m b e r a 


storm struck the Sierra, cov- 
ering it with snow and ice 
such as had already brought 
tragedy to many California- 
bound emigrants in previous 
years. But this deterred only 
the faint - hearted and the 
sane. Numberless animals 
and a few men met death in 
blizzards, but still the most 
daring pressed on. 


As the spring thaw ap- 


steamer, and could stifl be j proached, all of California 


seemed to rally at the foot of 
the Sierra. The winter's iso- 
lation had left the Comstock 
so short of supplies that 
prices were soaring, and be- 
tween rival freight-packers 
there was a breakneck race^ 
to be first across with whis- 
key and other "necessities."

By April, 1860, some 150 


Calif ornians were arriving in 
the Washoe country every 
day. Estimates of its popu- 
lation reached as high as 
10,000 that spring, with thou- 
sands more on the way. 
Those remaining in Cali- 
fornia were investing every 
spare cent in Washoe raining 
stocks. 


Nevada would soon boast 


that the best of America 
came to California, and the 
best of California came to 
Washoe. But the backbone 
of the stampeders was the 
common miner — the same 
who for ten years had been 
rushing to every new strike 
on the coast. Honest, hard- 
working, hail-fellow, he was 
the sinew of frontier society. 


When the first Californians 


reached Washoe, they found 
only a handful of disreput- 
able shacks, inhabited by an 
equally disreputable collec- 
tion of sourdoughs. One was 
a whiskey-soaked character 
named "Old Virginny" Fen- 
nirnore. The grizzled old tim- 
er had a small interest in the 
discovery claim, but Com- 
stock had bought him out 
for a bobtailed, half-blind 
horse. 


Virginia City Born 


Cheated of his chance for 


fortune, Old Virginny got 
back at Comstock in his own 
way. 
During a 
drunken 


spree, he solemnly christen- 
ed the new community — 
with appropriate drops from 
a broken whiskey bottle — 
"Virginia Town.1' Within a 


j few months, it became Vir- 
ginia City — eventually the 
most famous mining town in 
the west. 


By the fall of "59 tents 


and shanties were sprawling 
up the sterile slope of Sun 
| mountain. There was only 
one miserable restaurant, 
and hotels were practically 
nonexistent. Xight and day 
the saloons and gambling 
houses filled the air with a 
constant din of oaths and 
laughter, rattling dice, and 
clinking coins. Inside these 
foul dens, as one witness 
put it. "clouds of tobacco 
smoke filled the air and 
blackened the roof timbers, 
modifying the stench rising 
from the stained and greasy 
floors, soiled clothes, and 
hot flesh of the unwashed 
company." 


By April, 1860, the Com- 


the mountainside. As a mine 
approached the lead, its 
stock took on new interest. 


Speculators would retain 


messengers at a mine to re- 
port instantly upon its suc- 
cess. The operator would 
then scurry through town to 
buy up shares before the 
news was generally known. 
Many sent wires via the new 
tel e g r a p h line over the 
mountain to San Francisco 
agents, who would then seek 
out every uniformed owner 
and buy his stock. 


As early as April such 


speculation was getting out 
of hand. Claims 
situated 


miles away from Virginia 
City were readily sold on 
both sides of the mountain. 
Clerks, washerwomen, team- 
sters, laundrymen were deal- 
ing in mining stock. When 
the editor of the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin visited Vir- 
ginia City, a fake demonstra- 
tion was manufactured by 
those supposed to be buying 
and selling stocks, the "buy- 
ers" almost begging for the 
chance to put down their 
money. 


Undeceived and disgusted, 


the Bulletin editor hurled 
thundering editorials against 
the Washoe fever. It was the 
beginning of the end and of 
the first Comstock stam- 
pede. Stock prices tumbled 
in San Francisco. Washoe 
suddenly lost its 
magic 


name. Of an estimated 4,000 
claims located in Washoe 
by 1860, only 300 had been 
opened, and only 20 were 
considered by experts to be 
sound investments. 


Funds for Union 


Early in May a savage In- 


dian uprising in the Washoe 
country knocked the remain- 
ing steam out of the first 
rush. -But such setbacks 
could not down the lode, 
which was basically sound to 
the extent of an estimated 
one-third of a billion dollars. 
The tide to the Comstock 
rose again in the summer of 
1860 
and ran heavily until 


! "63. Its riches helped to fi- 


i nance the union side of the 
Civil war. Through the six- 
ties and early seventies its 
wealth was the frist fact of 
economics on the Pacific 
coast. For the rest of the 
century its legend inspired 
the countless prospe c t o r s 
who scoured the Great Basin 
for "another Comstock."'

the same wild army that had 
populated Washoe in its 
dawning hour. Peter O'Ril- 
ey. one of of the two discov- 
erers, had sold out for $40,- 
000. which he had then lost 
in mining speculation.

I bent all his energies to the 


j study of mining. He rose 
from mucker to superin- 
tendent, then to mine owner. 
In the early 1870's Mackay 
and three partners gained 
control of the Big Bonanza, 
a glittering new underground 


treasure that gave Virginia 
City its second .tumultuous 
boom, threw the 
Pacific 


coast into a new frenzy of 
stock speculation, and made 
its owners the lords of the 
Comstock. 


Today Virginia City itself 


has become a public muse- 
um for a vanished race. 
Gone now are the hearties — 
unshaven and unwashed — 
who filled her streets with 
pandemonium, and her cof- 
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fers with coin. They have 
moved on; first to new sil- 
ver strikes from Idaho to 
Arizona, then to windswept 
graves. They were crude, ri- 
bald, greedy — all of that. 
But no other breed could 
have tamed the fierce waste- 
land east of the Sierra and 
west of Salt Lake. As they 
staggered, snowbl i n d and 
frostbitten, out of the Sierra 


a century ago, an early 
Comstocker welcomed them 
with a salute that became a 
prophecy: 
"Let no man 


speak disparagingly of these 
men. 
Let (no one) sneer at 


the ragged miners. They are 
the pioneers in a great
